While  gathering  fire  wood 
on  Thursday  evening,  Brett 
fell  20  feet  from  a  tree,  in¬ 
juring  himself.  Rescuers 
treated  Brett  for  a  dislocated 
shoulder,  concussion  and 
multiple  lacerations.

Notes  from  the  Attic

—July  8,  1932:  There  were  no  fires,  accidents  or 
arrests  here  on  the  Glorious  Fourth,  The  local  cele¬ 
bration  was  safe  and  sane  if  somewhat  quiet... 
"Trade  in  Sierra  Madre’’  campaign  launches  at  a  big 
community  celebration  with  the  largest  crowd  of 
townspeople  in  the  city’s  history  to  hear  details  of 
plans  sponsored  by  40  of  the  city’s  leading  business 
houses... Many  officials  came  from  all  parts  of  the 
Southland  to  gather  at  Bethany  Church  for  rituals 
dedicated  to  their  patron,  William  the  Third  Prince 
of  Orange,  whose  242nd  anniversary  was  celebrated 
Tuesday. 

— July  11,  1957:  Construction  has  started  on  the 
new  swimming  pool.  The  pool  should  be  ready  by 
Aug.  15... When  a  horse  runs  into  an  automobile, 
that’s  news.  It  was  bad  news  for  Pio  Lorenzini 
whose  parked  car  suffered  rear  door  panel  and  glass 
damage  Sunday  after  an  encounter  with  “Junior” 
Brown,  6  (a  horse).  He  was  tied  to  the  rear  porch 
banister  of  Mrs.  S.  Aronson’s  residence  and  took 
afright  at  a  boy  and  bicycle  going  down  the  alley. 
He  reared  back  and  took  off  with  a  section  of  the 
banister  still  tied  to  his  reins.  The  post,  swinging 
from  side  to  side,  struck  Mr.  Lorenzini’s  car  as 
Junior  fled... Women  in  Sierra  Madre  outnumber  the 
men  4123  to  3636,  a  substantial  difference  of  477. 
— July  13,  1972:  Mike  Zapp  was  given  high  medal 
honor  at  the  Second  National  Explorer  Olympics  in 
Ft.  Collins,  Colo,  recently.  He  is  19  and  is  a  member 
of  the  Explorer  Scouts  in  Sierra  Madre. ..Michael 
Miller  and  Mike  Smits  won  the  grand  prize  for 
thematic  entry  in  the  July  4  parade.  Linda  Seibert 
won  the  sack  race  and  Beverly  McClain  the  archery 
tournament.  Mark  Kennedy  won  first  for  the  water¬ 
melon  contest.  Harold  Conway  won  first  in  the  soap 
box  races,  Vance  Duggan,  pie  eating;  Scott  Shaddix 
and  Tony  Caputo,  3-legged  race;  Richard  Turrietta, 
ping  pong.  And  Mike  Moore  won  first  with  the 
beard  growing  contest. 


We  are  sure  being  plagued 
with  white  flies.  There  are 
several  non-toxic  materials 
that  can  be  used  for  their 
control,  but  chiefly  it’s  how 
you  do  it... and  frankly  this 
should  be  done  at  the  sign  of 
the  first  one,  not  in  an  ad¬ 
vanced  attack.  First,  spray 
with  a  fine  spray  for  they 
have  to  be  hit  directly  to 
smother  them  to  death. 
Secondly,  pay  more  attention 
to  the  underside  of  the  leaf 
than  the  top.  Last,  try  to  do 
it  early  in  the  morning  out  of 
any  wind.  Always  follow 
your  directions  carefully. 
Mine  sure  got  ahead  of  me 


this  year! 

It’s  hard  to  say  anything  in 
defense  of  dandelions,  the 
pests,  but  they  do  have  an 
interesting  history.  Back  in 
1831  through  1926  they  were 
listed  in  the  U.S.  pharma¬ 
copoeia.  The  American  In¬ 
dians  used  them  as  medicine 
soon  after  it  came  to  our 
country.  Tea  was  made  out 
of  the  roots  for  heartburn, 
other  tribes  used  it  for  a 
tonic.  Our  own  Indians  used 
the  leaves  boiled  along  with 
meat  cookery.  The  leaves 
were  even  used  to  help  heal 
fractures.  They  ground  the 


leaves  and  made  sort  of  paste 
which  was  spread  over  the 
hurt  area.  Dandelions  have 
saved  lots  of  people  from 
starvation  and  are  still  used 
by  many  who  like  the  greens 
in  salads.  Leaves  are  best  be¬ 
fore  they  begin  to  flower,  for 
then  they  get  tough  and 
bitter.  _ 

You  can  even  take  the  root 
and  dry  it  thoroughly,  grind 
it  and  use  it  as  a  coffee  sub¬ 
stitute!... and  of  course  the 
gentle  (?)  dandelion  wine! 
The  dandelions  came  from 
Europe.  Linnaeus,  the  fa¬ 
mous  botanist,  used  them  in 
his  famous  floral  clock,  for 


they  open  and  close  at  a  regu¬ 
lar  hour  both  morning  and 
evening.  The  word  comes 
from  dent-de-leion  which 
means  like  a  “lions  tooth” 
referring  to  the  edge  of  the 
plant’s  leaves.  In  1679  it  was 
written  that  the  French  loved 
to  eat  the  roots  of  the  plant... , 
so  the  history  of  this  “weed” 
is  long  and  varied... and  has 
its  good  side,  too,  except  in 
my  lawn!  _ _ 

A  healthy  dandelion  pro¬ 
duces  two  heads  a  week,  each 
with  about  125  seeds  and  if 
it  went  through  the  total  year 
with  no  problems,  that’s 
12,000  seeds!

1  am  writing  in  regard  to 
the  destruction  of  the  Law¬ 
less  mansion  on  Grandview 
Avenue  recently. 

While  1  am  aware  that 
your  crew  does  need  prac¬ 
tice  training,  I  am  wondering 
if  there  could  not  have  been  a 
more  suitable  building  to  de¬ 
molish  and  one  with  less  in¬ 
trinsic  and  architectural 
value,  1  am  also  aware  that 
the  house  did  suffer  some 
fire  damage  earlier  this  year, 
I  am  wondering  also  if  this 
damage  could  not  have  been 
repaired. 

The  building  I  am  re¬ 
ferring  to  has  excited  my  ad¬ 
miration  for  many  years 
now,  though  1  have  often 
wondered  why  it  was  being 
allowed  to  fall  into  such  a 
state  of  disrepair.  We  have

Sam  Simpson,  president  of 
the  Sierra  Madre  Cemetery 
Association,  says  he  has  re¬ 
ceived  several  phone  calls 
and  a  letter  concerning  people 
who  are  running  their  dogs 
in  the  cemetery. 

“We  don’t  want  dogs  in 
there;  they  shouldn’t  be  there. 
That’s  no  place  to  walk  your 
dogs,’’  he  told  the  News. 

What  action  will  the  as¬ 
sociation  take?  “I  imagine 
we’ll  vote  at  our  next  meet¬ 


ing  that  no  dogs  will  be  al¬ 
lowed  and  we’ll  ask  the  police 
to  enforce  the  laws.  We’ll 
also  probably  put  up  signs.’’ 

According  to  Police  Chief 
Bill  Betts,  the  cemetery  as¬ 
sociation  needs  to  make  the 
rules  then  the  police  will  en¬ 
force  the  leash  law.

During  this  past  year,  Ar¬ 
cadia’s  Dial-A-Ride  system 
carried  over  62,000  passen¬ 
gers  with  operating  expenses 
of  only  $250,000,  most  of 
which  came  through  state 
and  federal  funding.  Only  a 
small  amount,  about  10%, 
came  from  local  funds. 

Contrary  to  the  belief  of 
many  people,  this  popular 
transportation  service  is  for 
everyone,  both  young  and 
old.  In  fact,  most  of  the  pas¬ 
sengers  it  carried  last  year 
were  teenagers. 

Also,  contrary  to  what 
some  might  believe,  this 
service  can  be  used  by  the 
same  individual  passengers 
more  than  once  each  day. 
For  example,  some  custo¬ 
mers  use  Dial-A-Ride  to 
commute  to  and  from  work, 
while  others  use  it  four  or 
five  times  a  day  to  perform 
errands,  visit  medical  facili¬ 
ties  or  attend  recreational 
functions.
